There  Is  no  American  board  station  at 
Woo-Chow,  altnough  tin-re  «re  ool-»t»- 
tlons  at  Sam  Hlng,  Hokshan,  Cheung 
Sha,  Hoiplng  and  Sunwul.  all  of  which 
are  a  little  tp  the  south  of  the  scene  of 
the  uprising.

"Should  .the  same  conditions  arise 
again,  we  certainly  would  act  as  we  did 
at  San  Quentin  a  few  days  ago,"  said 
Commander  G.  W.  Vivian  of  H.  M.  S, 
Shearwater,  the  British  sloop  which 
reached  Esquimau  on  Sunday  night 
from  an  extended  southern  cruise. 

"We  received  a  written  request  from 
British  subjects  residing  at  San  Quentin 
for  protection,  and  we  acted  according- 
ly," said  the  com'mander  on  being  shown 
a    despatch    from    London    telling    of    a 
protest  made  to  the  British  government 
by  Mexico.     "We  did  not  land  a  force 
for  the  purpose  of  taking  possession  Qf 
the  town;  merely  to  proctect  those  there 
who  required   protection  and   we   would 
do  the   same  again   If  the   same   condi- 
tions  arose.     We    put    our   men   ashore 
on  the  afternoon  of  April  11 — an  armed 
parly    of    33    men,    with    a    maxim    gun 
imd.r    Lieutenant    Newcombe.      We    re» 
malned   there   until   10   o'clock   the   fol- 
lowing  flaS*'     'JnG   *-own  was  absolutely 
without  protection,  as  most  of  the  pop- 
ulation   had    tied   on    the   receipt   of   the 
news  that  the  rebels  were  coming.

STRONGER  POLICE 

FORCE  NECESSARY 


LONDON.  May  1.— The  Dally  Tele- 
graph claims  authority  to.  state  that 
the  new  Anglo-American  peace  conven- 
iton  Is  not  likely  to  be  signed  for  at 
least  a  fortnight,  but  sufficient  pro- 
gress has  been  made  to  warrant  a  fore- 
cast of  Its  subject  matter. 

According  to  the  Telegraph,  it  is  un- 
derstood that  the  agreement  Is  to  be 
for  five  years,  and  will  be  a  great  ad- 
vance over  the  treaty  of  1907  and  sim- 
ilar to  treaties  Iheretofore  negotiated 
between  first-class  powers.  Inasmuch 
as  it  will,  contain  no  clause  excluding 
matters  of  vital  interest  and  affecting 
the  independence  or  honor  of  the  con- 
tracting states  from  arbitration. 

Before  reference  of  any  dispute  to 
The  Hague  court  It  will  provide  that  the 
contracting  parties  shall  conclude  a 
special  agreement  clearly  defining  the 
matter  In  duspute,  the  scope  of  the  ar- 
bitrators' powers  and  the  period  to  be 
fixed  for  tho  formation  of  the  arbitral 
tribunal. 

Such  agreements  on  the  part  of  the 
halted  States  will  be  made  by  tho 
president  wita  the  advice  and  consent 
of  thfl  senate,  the  British  government 
reserving  the  right,  befoiy  concluding 
'such  an  agreement  In  any  matter  af- 
fecting the  vital  Sr.tr-reBts  of  any  self- 
governing  demlnlon,  to  obtain  the  do- 
minion government's  concurrence  there- 
in. 


Residents  of  Coahuila 
Appeal  to  Madero  to  Have 
♦Hostilities  Stopped  —  Mon-

KL  PASO,  T»x.,  May  1. — roincid*«V 
with  the  arrival  at  the  Madero  camp 
t6day  of  advices  from  insurrecto  lead- 
ers telling  of  rebel  activity  at  various 
points  in  the  Bjate  of  Coahuila,  partic- 
ularly near  Monterey,  appeals  were  re- 
ceived by  Francesco  I.  Madero,  Jr.,  from 
citizens  of  Monterey  for  an  extension 
of    the   armistice    zone   to    that    region. 

General  Madero  said  he  vauld  await 
specific  information  from  his  chki's 
as  to  the  position  of  their  forces  before 
making  decisions.     His  advices  read: 

"Railway  at  Gomez  Palacio,  Colonlas, 
Lerdo  and  San  Pedro  In  the  hands  of 
the  revolutionists.  Hard  fighting  Is  in 
progress  at  Jarras,  starting  last  Thurs- 
day. One  thousand  rebels  are  engag-  i 
ing  600  federals.  Much  damage  to  pro- 
perty. Pablo  de  la  Sanchez  took  8jM 
men  from  Sablnas  Hidalgo  in  tho  stato 
of  Nuevo  Leon,  and  is  marching  on 
Monterey." 

The  peace  commissioners  appointed 
by  the  revolutionists  were  In  confer- 
ence for  several  hours  today  with  tin- 
political  leaders  of  the  lnsurrectos,  the 
programme  to  be  presented  to-  the  fed- 
eral peace  envoy,  Snor  Francisco  Cara- 
bajal,   being  the   subject  of  discusr.ion. 

Senor  Carabajnl  was  expected  to  ar- 
rive tonight,  but  failed  to  do  so.  Tt  is 
understood  that  several  changes  were 
made  today  In  the  rebels'  programme 
drafted  yesterday.  Tho  question  of 
method  in  the  selection  of  provisional 
governors  f,or  various  states  occupied 
much  of  the  day.  The  exact  numae* 
of  states  in  which  the  revolutionists 
will  demand  the  right  to  name  govern* 
ors  has  not  been  agreed  upon. 

They  will  mako  it  plain  to  the  fed- 
eral peace  commissioner,  however,  that 
they  do  not  wish  to*placc  in  power  men 
who  have  taken  an  active  part  in  the 
revolution.  They  claim  to  favor  cap- 
able men  who  are  In  sympathy  with  tho 
political  principles  of  the  insurgents 
and  at  the  same  time  popular  enough  to 
tranqullizc   their  states. 

The  lnsurrectos  wlslh  to.submit  three 
names  for  each  governorship  in  the 
states  in  which  the  peace  agreement 
shall  allow  them  to  name  three  officers, 
the  legislature  being  permitted  to  choose 
any  one. 

The  rebels  will  insist,  however,  on 
one  radical  change  from  the  procedure 
hitherto  followed  in  tho  appointment  of 
governors.  The  candidates  submitted, 
or  the,  men  chosen,  must  be  natives  er 
long  time  residents  of  the  state  In 
which  they  are  candidates,  and  on  tho 
expiration  of  their  terms,  and  free  elec- 
tion shall  be  held.  In  some  states  tho 
election  would  occur  at  an  early  date, 
while.  In  other  cases,  un  election  would 
not  be  held  for  several  months. 

The  revolutionists  believe  such  men 
shall  be  chosen  as  provisional  govern- 
ors who  have  sufficient  strengt'h  to  pa- 
city    the  people  at  the   present  time. 

After  the  election  of  provisional  gov- 
ernors shall  have  been  made  and  the 
electoral  laws  raised,  according  to  the 
insurgent  programme,  a  general  elec- 
tion shall  be  called  to  choose  a  presi- 
dent. 

The.    exac*    time    of    President    Diaz's 
resignation     has    peen     avoided    In     the 
present    plan    chiefly    because    the   revo- 
lutionists   believe    his    will    resign    after" 
peace  Is  restored. 

It  is  agreed,  however,  that  the  sel- 
ection of  a  provisional  president  for 
the  Interim  will  not  affect  the  putting 
Into  operation  of  reforms  In  the  sep- 
arate states.  Senor  de  la  Barra,  min- 
ister of  foreign  affairs,  Is  the  profess- 
ed favorite  of  the  revolutionists  f«r 
provisional   president.

Shopmen    Strike 

TSBURG,  May  1.— Without  fur- 
ther warning  than  might  be  gathered 
from  conferences  of  a  commute  with 
railroad  officials  last  week,  the  shopmen 
of  the  Pennsylvania  Railroad  on  the 
Pittsburg  division,  extending  to  Altoona, 
Pa.,  went  on  a  strike,  and  tonight  the 
union   officials   say    10,000    men   are    out. 

The  unions  affected  are  the  Brother- 
hood of  Carmen,  Boilermakers  and 
Helpers,  Sheet  Metal  Workers,  the  In- 
ternational Association  of  Machinists 
and  Laborers  and  the  Federal  Labor 
Union,  an  organization  of  foreign  labor- 
ers about  railroads,  all  of  which  are 
affiliated  with  the  American  Vhu-t-a- 
tlon  of  Labor.  The  cause  Is  the  allega- 
tion by  the  men,  that  In  its  retrench- 
ment policy  the  railroad  dismissed  men 
who   were  active  In  union   ranks. 

No  statement  is  forthcoming  from 
the  jnilroad  company  beyond  a  denial 
that  so  many  men  are  out.  The  com- 
mittee of  workmen  *ay  their  figures  In- 
clude Hie  men  \vi,n  we're  laid  off  as 
well  as  the  ones  who  wi-nt  out  today. 

No  semblance  of  disorder  character- 
ized the  inauguration  of  the  strike,  and 
public  notices  have  been  posted  by  the 
BtrllW  committee  warning  strikers 
afffllnst  disorder.     k 

NH5W  YORK.  May  1. — The  Pennsyl- 
vania Railroad  company  Issued  a  state- 
ment tonight  authorized  by  C.  S.  Long, 
its  general  manager,  fixing  the  number 
of  striking  shopmen  at  less  than  2000 
and  reviewing  the  clrcumstancos  pre- 
ceding the  strike.  The  statement  o*ys  a 
satisfactory  settlement  of  difference* 
was  reached  In  Philadelphia  on  April

ferred  with  Mr.  Long.  This  committee 
later  asked  for  a  conference  between 
Mr.  Long  and  their  international  offi- 
cers  to  adjust  niattern.

"Owing  to  the  depression  in  business, 
it  has  been  necessary  for  the  Pennsyl- 
vania to  economize  In  every  way  pos- 
sible," the  statement  continues,  "tnis 
has  resulted  in  a  reduction  of  forces 
and  working  time,  making  an  equivalent 
of  20,000  men  who  have  been  fur- 
luughed  in  all  departments  of  the  lines, 
east   of   Pittsburg   and    Erie. 

"Forces  at  all  shops  of  the  system 
have  been  reduced  gradually,  and  it  was 
because  of  this  reduction  that  shop- 
men In  the  Pittsburg  district  sent  a 
committee   to   Philadelphia.' 

Xtos  Angeles  Carpenters 
LOS  ANGELES.  May  1. — Tp  enforce 
a  demand  for  a  wage  scale  of  $4  a  day 
instead  of  the  present  scale  of  $3.60, 
carpenters  affiliated  with  the  Los  An- 
geles branch  of  the  United  Brother- 
hood of  Carpenters  and  Joiners  were  or- 
dered out  today.  This  was  the  only 
verification  of  a  long  prevalent  rumor 
that  a  general  strike  of  union  labor 
would  begin  or.

Hew  Tork   Striken 

NEW  YORK.  May  1.— The  scheduled 
strike  of  machinists  for  an  8  hour  day, 
a  walkout  of  1000  bakers,  two  big 
parades  and  half  dozen  smaller  ones 
marked  the  passing  of  May  day  In  la- 
bor circles  here. 

The  machinist  strike  was  conducted 
quietly  and  without  violence.  Approxi- 
mately 10,000  men  walked  out,  local 
leaders  say.  A  free-for-all  fight,  In 
three  persons  were  stabbed,  broke  up 
one  of  the  parades. 

Several  thousand  paraders  In  Brook- 
lyn marching  behind  a  red  flag  which 
preceded  an  Inverted  United  States  flag. 
were  halted  by  the  driver  of  a  milk 
wagon,  who  blocked  the  right  of  way 
with  his  vehicle.  The  police  upheld 
him  and  caused  the  righting  of  the 
flag. 

Three  thousand  paraders  tonight 
marched  down  to  Union  Square,  held 
an  open  air  meeting  and  adopted  reso- 
lutions protesting  against  the  alleged 
kidnapping  of  suspects  In  the  Los  An- 
geles dynamiting  case.  The  resolutions 
called  the  cases  a  parallel  to  the  Moyer, 
Haywood  and  Pettlbone  case  and  pledg- 
ed organized  labor  to  raise  funds  for 
the  defense. 

Biota  in  Cleveland 

CLEVELAND,  May  1.— With  the  ex- 
ception of  a  riot  between  strikers  and 
non-union  men,  in  which  one  man  was 
shot,  and  several  minor  walkouts.

CHICAGO,  May  1. — Maintenance  of 
way  employes  of  the  railroads  .number- 
ing 2,500  men,  struck  tonight  when 
their^demands  for  recognition  of  the 
union  ^and  a  wage  increase  were  re- 
fused,      j 

The  total  number  of  men  involved  in 
strikes  and  lockouts  as  a  result  of  the 
May  Day  labor  troubles  is  estimated  at 
12,000.  They  include  2.500  railroad 
men,  2,500  brick  makers,  6000  in  the 
building  trades,  300  marble  workers 
and    700    in   mescellaneoua    unions. 

The  maintenance  of  way  strike  was 
ordered  when  roads  refused  to  make  a 
general  contract  with  the  employes  of 
the  six  roads.  The  roads  are:  Illinois 
Central  Terminal;  Chicago,  Milwaukeo 
and  St.  Paul  Terminal;  Baltimore  &

LOS  ANGELES,  May  1 — Leo  Rappa- 
port, attorney  for  the  International 
Bridge  and  Structural  Iron  Workers' 
Association,  arrived  at  7  o'clock  tonight 
on  a  delayed  train  from  Indianapolis. 
He  declined  to  say  whether  he  had  seen 
Attorney  Darrow  in  Chicago,  or  whether 
Harrow  was  coming  to  undertake  the 
defense  of  the  McNamaras  as  chief 
counsel. 

Unless  It  be  otherwise  decided  by  At- 
torney Rappaport,  there  will  be  no  mo- 
tion for  a  change  of  venue  in  the  dyna- 
mite conspiracy  case,  nor  any  other 
technical  points  to  delay  the  trials  of 
John  and  James  McNamara. 

.The  labor  leaders  interested  In  the 
defense  of  the  McNamara  brothers,  were 
so  hu5v  in  cc!iD.eetien  with  the  *triWe 
of  carpenters,  which  began  today,  that 
tney  gave  little  time  to  tne  affairs  of 
the  alleged  dynamiters.  But  Andrew 
Gallagher,  secretary  of  the  labor  coun- 
cil of  San  Francisco,  said  that  Rappa- 
port would  be  given  charge  of  the  case 
immediately  upon  his  arrival,  and  that 
the  Indianapolis  attorney  would  remain 
in  charge  until  the  arrival  of  Clarence 
Darrow.  Gallagher  declared  there  was 
no  uncertainty  about  the  coming  of 
Darrow. 

To,  Be  Chief  Counsel 
"He  will  be  here,  and  he  will  be  chief 
counsel  In  the  case,"  he  asserted,  al- 
though^ it  had  been  previously  stated 
that  Rappaport  was  coming  partly  to 
review  the  situation  for  the  benefit  of 
Darrow,  and  that  the  latter  would  de- 
cide whether  or  not  he  would  enter  the 
case,  according  to  the  report  received. 

Gallagher  said  that  while  there  was 
no  prospect  of  a  general  strike  in  this 
city,  one  might  be  declared  at  any  time, 
although  such  a  movement  on  the  part 
of  organized  labor  would  have  no  con- 
nection with  the  dynamlUng  case. 

No  person  visited  the  McNamaras  to- 
day, and  District-Attorney  Fredericks 
said  that  no  one  would  be  permitted  to 
sec  McManigal,  the  accused  conspir- 
ator, who  Is  alleged  to  have  made  a  con- 
fession, until  the  latter  had  testified  in 
the  trial  of  the  McNamaras. 

The  McNamara  brothers  probably  will 
be  tried  separately. 

There  was  some  discussion  on  this 
point  today  In  the  district  attorney's 
office,  but  nothing  definite  has  been  de- 
cided upon,  even  on  the  question  of  ar- 
raignment. 

The  district  attorney,  it  la  understood, 
favors  bringing  Sthe  prisoners  before 
Judge  Willis,  who  presides  In  the  crim- 
inal department  of  the  Superior  court. 

Judge  Willis,  courtroom  is  in  the  Hall 
of  Justice,  which  is  connected  with  the 
county  prison  by  a  "Bridge  of  Sighs" 
If  arraigned  before  Judge  Willis,  it 
would  not  be  necessary  to  take  the  men 
on  a  street  as  would  be  the  case  If  they 
were  arraigned  before  Judge  Bordwell, 
in  whose  court  the  indictments  were  re- 
turned. 

Arrangements  have  been  made  for 
Rappaport  and  Gallagher  to  interview 
the  McNamaras  tomorrow  morning.  In 
view  of  the  district  attorney's  declar- 
ation that  no  one  would  be  permitted  to 
see  McNanlgal,  no  further  effort  will 
be  made  by  representatives  of  the  de- 
fense to  talk  to  him. 

District  Attorney  Fredericks  today 
reiterated  his  statement  regarding  im- 
munity In  the  case  of  Ortie  E.  McMani- 
gal in  the  event  that  the  prisoner  turns 
stateB  evidence  against  the  McNamaras. 
This  time  Fredericks'  statement  was 
more  positive  than  before. 

"There  has  been  no  immunity,"  he 
declared,  "and  there  will  be  none.  We 
do  not  play  the  game  that  way. 

"As  far  as  a  change  of  venue  is  con- 
cerned, that  Is  unnecessary.  There  is  a 
change  in  the  population  of  this  city 
every  five  years.  In  the  constantly 
changing  and  increasing  population 
there  must  be  thousands  who  have  no 
prejudice  in  favor  of  old  institutions  or 
residents.  As  for  public  sentiment  in 
the  matter,  we  don't  care  for  it.  If  we 
have  the  evidence,  we  will  get  a  verdict. 
If  we  have  not,  we  won't  get  it  that's1 
nil  there  is  to  it. 

"The  men  will  have  an  absolutely  fair 
trial  here."

.im'ge  Hutton  returned  to  Los  Angeles 
yesterday  after  an  absence  of  a  week, 
and  has  many  matters  to  occupy  his 
attention  besides  the  impending  trials 
of  the  McNamaras.  He  said  he  was 
considering  the  matter  very  carefully.

The  foregoing  are  three  of  a  set  of 
I  thirteen  articles  of  faith  which  are 
prfnted  over  the  superscription  of  Jo- 
seph Smith,  the  leader  of  the  church 
of  the  Latter- Day  Saints,  which  is 
known  as  the  Mormon  church. 

The  Mormon  president,  Mr.  Joseph 
Smith,  has  five  wives  and  forty-three 
children.  For  some  months  past  in 
the  north  of  England,  vigorous  pro- 
tests have  been  made  against  t.*''4 
proselytising  work  being  carried  on 
by  Mormon  missionaries,  and  from 
complaints  which  have  reached  the 
Colonist,  they  seem  to  be  embarking 
on  a  similar  mission  in  Victoria,  if 
not  throughout  the  whole  of  British 
Columbia-  Only  a  fortnight  ago  a 
great  meeting  of  protest  was  hold  in 
Birmingham,  when  in  the  course  of  an 
address,  Canon  Denton  Thompson 
pointed  out  that  Mormon  missionaries^ 
were  visiting  Birmingham  home  1, 
leaving  their  literature,  extending  in- 
vitations, beguiling  pure,  but  weak- 
minded  girls  and  women,  and  entrap- 
ping   the    unwary.

together  with  the  protection  of  British 
subjects,  but  Commander  Vivian  and  his 
officers  were  unwilling  to  discuss  this' 
phase  of  the  matter.  The  San  Diego 
morning  paper  said:  "The  matter  of 
course  manner  in  which  the  commander 
of  a  British  warship  landed  an  armed 
force  at  San  Quetln  for  the  protection  of 
British  subjects  and  other  foreigners 
naturally  causes  admiration,  and  per- 
haps a  little  envy,  among  Americans. 
The  act  was  performed  as  a  mere  In- 
cident of  duty  and  the  officer  who  gave 
the  order  did  not  deem  the  affair  of 
sufficient  Importance  to  be  reported  by 
telegraph.  This  is  the  British  way,  and, 
generally  speaking,  it  is  a  good  way." 

The  Shearwater  was  lying  fourteen 
miles  away  from  San  Quentin,  which 
lies  up  a  river,  when  word  was  brought 
off  that  a  party  of  rebels  was  within 
thirty  miles  of  the  own  and  great  alarm 
was  being  felt  by  the  residents.

RECIPROCITY 


The  evening  paper  says  that  the  Col- 
onist has  had  the  honesty  to  admit 
that  'reciprocity  may  be  a  desirable 
thing  from  a  business  point  of  view. 
We  have  no  recollection  of  saying  any- 
thing that  is  capable  of  such  a  con- 
struction, for  we  have  expressly  avoid- 
ed the  discussion  of  the  business  as- 
pects of  the  case,  excepV,  In  so  far  as 
they  apply  to  the  fruit  Industry  In  this 
province.  Having  applauded  this  alleged 
attitude  of  this  paper,  our  contempor- 
ary thinks  we  ought  to  favor  reciprocity 
because  jt  puts  printing  machinery  up- 
on the  free  list.  This  consideration  does 
not  operate  very  powerfully  with  this 
paper.  Our  aim  is  to  support  such 
policies  as  make  for  the  general  pros- 
perity of  the  country  without  regard 
to  the  manner  In  which  they  affect  our- 
selves. 

May  we  restate  our  position  in  resp<"  t 
to  reciprocity?  It  Is  that  e^ery  advan- 
tage that  can  possibly  accrue  from  the 
proposed,  agreement  can  be  attained  by 
Canada  without  any  agreement;  that 
business  conditions  In  Canada  are  quite 
satisfactory  as  they  are  and  hence 
there  Is  no  necessity  for  a  fiscal  ex- 
perimenting; that  by  entering  into  an 
agreement  with  the  United  States  the 
Canadian  government  sacrificed  to  some 
extent,  and.  to  what  extent  time  only 
can  determine,  the  fiscal  autonomy  of 
the  country.  Hence  we  hold  that  the 
agreement  is  both  unnecessary  and 
dangerous,  and  our  views  to  that  effect 
are  not  at  all  modified  by  the  informa- 
tion that  the  duty  has  been  taken  off 
printing  machinery.  In  these  views  the 
Colonist  has  never  Wavered  from  the 
position  which  It  took  when  the  an- 
nouncement was  first  made  that  negotia- 
tions were  about  to  be  undertaken  with 
the  Washington  government;  and  as 
time  passes  We  are  more  than  ever 
convinced  that  in  them  will  be  found 
the  lBsue  upon  which  the  question  will 
he  fought  at  the  polls,  if  It  ever  gets 
before   the  electorate. 


GOVERNMENT    SECURITIES 

British  Columbia  inscribed  stock,  of 
which  the  issue  is  £2,046.760  bearing 
interest  at  3  per  cent  was  quoted  last 
month  at  86,  which  made  It  yield  one- 
sixteenth  of  one  per  cent  less  than  4 
per  cent.  If  we  compare  this  with 
other  3  per  cent  ctriunlnl  issuss,  Wo 
....  ,  4.k»*  'a*f»*»r*£i«*«  3  *•••'  ■  .  I.;:-,  were 
quoted  at  92 Vz,  Quebec  3  per  cents  at 
88%  and  Nova  Scotlas  3'sat  81.  New- 
foundland 3's  were  quoted  at  82.  Aus- 
tralian 3's  changed  from  82  in  the  case 
of  South  Australia  to  90H  in  the  case 
df  the  West  Australia.  India,  3's  were 
at  79  \k.  and  those  of  Cape  Colony  and 
Natal  at  -86.  British  Consols,  which 
pay  2V4  per^cent,  were  quoted  at  82; 
Canadian   2V4'V  being  held  at   76  V4. 

These  differences  in  prices  can 
hardly  be  sa*d  to-  reflect  the  credit  of 
the  several  governments,  but  rather 
show  the  demand  for  money  and  the 
popularity  of  certain  investments. 
There  is  a  sort  of  fashlonablness  in 
securities.  A  certain  Issue  may  be 
bought  up  finite  eagerly  and  one 
equally  as  good  may  go  off  eldwly. 
The  list  of  quotations  indicate  that  the 
British  investop  expects  government 
securities  to  yield  something  about  4 
per  cent,  but  he  is  also  influenced  to 
some  extent  by  the  time  the  securi- 
ties have  to  run.  The  inference  to  be 
drawn  from  the  securities  market  Is 
that  there  are  many  openings  for  capi- 
tal at  the  present-  time.  When  high- 
class  securities'  fall  In  value  the  reason 
Is  that  the  opportunities  for  invest-' 
ments  are  very  numerous,  which  Is  ex- 
actly the  ie\ftrs«-  of  what  might  ap- 
pear on  the  surface  of  things  to  be  the 
case.  If  a  man  cannot  put  his  funds 
in  good  transportation,  Industrial  or 
commercial  undertakings,  he  naturally 
looks  to  government  securities,  and  at 
once  a  demand  for  them  springs  up, 
and  the  price  is  likely  to  advance 
accordingly^  The  fact  that  Consols 
sell  at  82  is  not  a  matter  of  any  im- 
portance to  the  British  government,  be- 
cause there  are  no  new  issues  being 
put    out. 


Sir  Thomas  Shaughnessy  says  that 
the  Canadian  Pacific  has  received  five 
tlrafs  as  many  applications  for  ready- 
made  farms  as  it  is  in  a  position  to 
fill.  The  evidence  that  a  master  mind 
controls  the  great  Canadian  company 
Increases  from  day  to  day.

Local  Option  Propaganda — Dr.  Spen- 
cer, t  lie  superintendent  of  Local  Op- 
tion, preached  on  Sunday  at  the  First 
Baptist  and  Congressional  churches  in 
the  Interests  of  temperance  reform  and 
on  the  subject  of  a  "White  Province." 
Dr.  Spencer  outlined  the  work  of  the 
league  and  emphasized  the  need  of  edu- 
catl6n  with  a  view  to  p»ovlnclal  legis 
lation.  "Only,  , about  on«=-flfteenth  of 
British  Columbia,"  he  said,  "could  be 
considered  white  in  the  sense  of  no 
liquor  bars."  It  was  up  to  the  church- 
men to  give  the 'lie  to  the  liquor  men 
to  the  charge  that  they  were  the  worst 
sinners   in    secret    drinking. 

District  Exhibits — One  of  the  features 
of  the  British  Columbia  Agricultural 
Association's  exhibition  this  year  will 
be  the  district  exhibits.  For  several 
years  this  competition  has  been  aban-  j 
doned  because  it  was  found  difficult  to  j 
maintain  the  interest,  the  farmers  ad- 
jacent to  the  city  devoting  their  energy 
to  their  own  local  shows.  This  senti- 
ment, however,  has  been  overcome  al- 
most entirely.  Since  the  announcement 
was  made  by  Secretary  George  Sangster 
that  there  would  be  a  class  for  "dis- 
tricts" in  the  1911  show,  which  is  to  be  j 
held  from  September  5th  to  9th,  there 
have  been  entries  from  Cowichan, .

merely  injuring  or  totally  destroying 
the  nervous  tissues,  causes  ei#ier  a 
temporary  or  permanent  paralysis  of 
the  muscles." 

This  knowledge  was  gained  through 
experiments  which  have  been  mads 
upon  monkeys  and  carried  on  for  the 
pa-it   eighteen    months. 

Dr.  Flexner  believes  that  *the  disease 
was  to  be  t;  aced  to  Norway  and  Sweden 
where  it  has  been  prevalent  for  a 
quarter  of  a  century.  The  first  cases 
were  observed  In  the  United  States  in 
1307.  Since  that  time  there  have  been 
20,000  cases  and  of  those  surviving 
more  than  ten  thousand  are  cripples. 
Not  only  children  but  adults  are  at- 
tacked'though    not    so    frequently. 

The  germ  is  very  minute  and  will 
pass  through  the  pores  of  the  finest 
earthen  filters.  It  is  believed  tha't  it 
enters  the  system  through  the  mucus 
membrane  which  lines  the  none.  Its 
first  action  Is  exerted  upon  the  mem- 
branes surrounding  the  brain  and  spinal 
cord.  As  a  consequence  of  the  injury 
by  these  minute  organisms  to  the  blood 
vessels  extending  from  the  membranes 
into  thr  substance  of  the  nervous  tis- 
sue, the  nerve  cells  are  starved  and 
otherwise  injured  and  paralysis  is  the 
result. 

Dr.  Flexner  advises   that  persons  suf- 


fering from  this  dl«ea««  ahould  be  Iso- 
lated and  the  secretions  from  the  mouth 
and  none  curefvilly  destroyed.  While 
scientists  are  endeavoring  to  find  a  ser- 
um precautions  against  tb«  apread  of 
sickness  should  be  observed.  It  Is  to 
Dr.  Flexner  that  the  world  owes  the 
discovery  of  the  serum  which  has 
trreally  deci-eatird  'the  mortality  fr"n> 
cerebro-splnal  meningitis  and  anything 
that  he  says  on  what  seems  to  be  an 
allied  disease  is  worthy  of  the  attention 
of  those  who  may  be  called  upon  to 
mlnisted  to  patien'ts  suffering  from  this 
aedious  sickness. 

A   Tin*    Garden. 

The  horticultural  society  of  Ottawa 
is  a  very  active  one  and  the  city  owes 
much  of  its  beauty  ot  'the  efforts  of  Its 
suitability  for  fine  gardens.  Victoria 
resembles  the  capital  of  Canada  except 
that  we  possess  the  advantage  of  a 
much  milder  climate,  yet.  according  to 
the  edl'tor  of  Country  Life,  one  of  the 
best  authorities  on  gardening  In  the 
United  States,  there  is  a  garden  In 
Ottawa  which  our  most  enthusiastic 
horticulturists  would  find  It  hard  to 
rival.  This  Is  an  extract  from  the  Ions 
article: 

"In  the  fifteen  years  that,  I  have 
been  hunting  good  gardens  I  have 
never  seen  one  'that  had  as  many  points 
of  Interest  as  the  half-acre  garden  of 
Mr.  R.  B.  Whyte.  of  Ottawa.  It  sup- 
plies a  family  of  nine  the  year  round 
with  all  the  fruit  desired,  including  35 
varieties  of  English  gooseberries,  25 
varieties  of  grapes,  and  299  quarts  of 
preserve.  -It  produces  a  fair  quantity 
of  fresh  vegetables  in  season.     It  grows 


for  the  employment  of  thf*f  talent* 
There  are,  we  know,  the  idle  ih'h  and 
H  )n  the  spread  of  this  class  Which 
the  writer  deprecates.  The  following 
extract  shows  what  Olive  Schrelner 
looks    upon    woman's   labor  problem. 

"Our  spinning  Wbeftie  BJ»  » I '  I""1-'". 
In  a  thousand  huge  bullfilngB  nwa<n 
driven  looms,  guided  by  a  few  hundred 
hands  (often  those  of  men),  produce  the 
clothings  of  half  the  world;  and  we  dare- 
no  longer  say.  proudl;-  as  of  old,  that 
we  and  we  alone  clothe  our  peoples. 

"Our  hoes  and  our  grindstones  passed 
from  us  long  ago  when  the  ploughman 
and  the  miller  took  our  place,  but  for 
a  time  we  kept  fast  possession  of  the 
kneading  trough  and  the  brewing  vat. 
Today  steam  often  shapes  our  bread, 
and  the  loaves  are  set  down  at  our  very 
door,  it  may  be  by  a  man-driven  motor- 
car! The  history  of  •  our  household 
drinks  we  know  no  longer:  *a  merely 
see  them  set  before  us  at  our  tables. 
Pay  by  day  machine-prepared  and  fac- 
tory-produced viands  take  a  larger  and 
larger  place  in  the  dietary  of  rich  and 
poor,  till  the  worklngman's  wife  places 
before  her  household  little  that  Is  of 
her  own  preparation;  while  among  the 
wealthier  classes  so  far  has  domestic 
change  gone  that  men  are  not  Infre- 
quently found  laboring  in  our  houses 
and  kitchens,  and  even  standing  behind 
our  chairs  ready  to  do  all  but  actually 
place  the  morsels  of  food  between  our 
feminine  lips.  The  army  of  rosy  milk- 
maids has  passed  away  for  ever  to 
give  place  to  the  cream-separator  and 
the  largely  male-and-machlnery  manipu- 
lated butter-pat.  In  *v»ry  direction  the 
ancient    saw.    that     it    was    exclusively

Yet    the   climate    is    so    severe    that    the 
gardening  season  is  practically  May   1st 
to  October   1st:   late   winter  appDs  can- 
not   be    grown,    grapes    have    to    be    laid 
down     and     covered     e\»ery    winter    and 
chrysanthemums    are    not      hardy.        Do 
you    wonder    that    the    Governor-General 
and     Lady    Grey    are    visitors    to     this 
garden?        Especlaly    since    it    has    prac- 
tically all  been  done  by  one  man,  work- 
ing   two    and    b    half    hours    a    day    on 
the  average— a  busy  merchant  who  gar- 
dens before  8.30  a.m."

The  needs  of  sick  children  appeal  to 
all      The   long,   lingering  illness   which 
some    of    them    must    endure    are    the 
most  pathetic  of  all  forms  of  suffering. 
And  yet  the  little  folks,  as  a  rule,  bear 
pain    and    discomfort      very     bravely. 
They    do    not  dwell,    as    grown    people 
do     on    their    misfortunes.      The    little 
invalid  can  be  made  to  forget  troubles 
which    would    make      an    older    person 
very   wretched.     The  faculty  of  enjoy- 
ing the  present  moment  to  the  full   Is 
one    of    the    blessings      of  .childhood- 
This    Is    why   it   io    so    important   that 
hospitals    or    wards   built   for   children 
should,    not   only    be   comfortable,    but 
bright.        Everything    used      in    them 
should    be    dainty    and    pretty.      Play- 
things should  be  suitable  and  new,  and 
picture  books  and   stories  ought  to  be 
ready  when  they  are  needed.     Flowers 
in  the  windows  and  prints  on  the  walls 
help    to    make    the    weary    days    pass 
more  quickly,  even  to  little  ones  who 
do  not  seem  to  notice  them:    There  are 
some    par#its    who    can    supply    their 
own    little    ones    with    many    of    these 
things.     The   busy   nurse   cannot   take 
time    to      invent      amusements    as    a 
mother    may    w^  has    only    one    sick 
darling    to    wait    upon-      Things    must 
be-  placed   ready   to  her  hand.     It  was 
0.    happy      Inspiration    that      gave    the 
Children's  Ward  into  the  girl's  society 
calling   itself   by   the   very   appropriate 
name   of   the    Daughters    of   Pity.     Its 
members  are  not  too  old  to  sympathize 
with    the   children"   and    to    understand 
that  they  have  other  needs  than  care, 
attendance  and  nourishment.     To  sup- 
ply these  needs  and  in  other  ways  to 
supplement  the  work  of  the  doctor  and 
nurse,  is  their  task- 

It  costs,  however.  a  considerable 
sum  to  replenish  the  bedding,  the 
pantry  ware  and  all  the  smaller,  but 
scarcely  less  Important  needs  of  the 
ward.

'JEven   the  minor   domestic  operations 
are    tending    to    pass    out    of    the    circle 
of  woman's  labor.     In  the  modern  cttlei 
our    carpets    are    beaten,    our    windows 
rlwanod.   our   floors    polished   by    machin- 
ery,  or  extra   domestic,   and   often    male 
labor.      Change    has    gone    much    farther 
than  to  the  mere  taking  from  us  of  the 
preparation  of  the  materials  from  which 
the    clothing    Is    formed.      Already    the 
domestic     sewing-machine,     which     has 
supplanted    almost    entirely    the   ancient 
needle,  begins  to  become  antiquateJ.  and 
a  thousand  machines  driven  in  factories 
by    central    engines    are    hupplying    not 
only   the  husband   and   son,  but   the  wo- 
man   herself,    with    almost    every    article 
of   clothing  from    vest    to   Jacket:    while 
among    the   wealthy    classes,    the    male 
dress-designer    with    his   hundred    malc- 
mllllners     and     dressmakers     is     helping 
finally  to  explode  the  ancient  myth  that 
it   is  woman's   exclusive    sphere,    and   a 
part    of    her   domestic    toil,    to    cut    and 
shape   the  garments    she    or    her    house- 
hold  wear. 

"Year  by  year,  day  by  day,  there  <s  a 
silently  workbig  but  determined  ten- 
dency for  the  sphere  of  woman's  domes- 
tic labors  to  contract  i'self;  and  the 
contraction  is  marked  exactly  In  pro- 
portion as  that  complex  condition  which 
we  terms  "modern  civilization"  Is  ad- 
vanced." 

The  right  to  labor  and  to  be  trained 
for  difficult  and  remunerative  employ- 
ments is  looked  upon  by  the  author  as 
the  means  whereby  not  women  alone 
but  the  race  itself  will  be  saved.  Other 
problems  are  dealt  with  but.  perhaps 
enough  has  been  said  to  show  that  a 
book  worthly  of  consideration  has  been 
written   for   woman   by  a   woman.

A    notable   Book. 

"Woman  and  Labor"  is  the  title  of  a 
new  book  by  the  South  African  novel- 
ist, OUve  Schriener.  The  girl  who  star- 
tled the  world  a  quarter  of  a  century 
ago  by  her.  story  of  a  South  African 
farm  Is  now  a  middle  aged  woman. 
She  has  not  written  mucli  in  the  inteir 
val  but  she  has  married  and  her  vision 
has  become  broadened.  The  book  which 
she  has  now  given  to  the  world  is  the 
fruit  of  long-  study  and  much  observa- 
tion. Tt  was  completed  when  the  Boer 
war  broke  out  and  was  destroyed  with 
many  other  treasures  when  the  British 
KoldWs  entered  Johannesburg.  The 
prrsont  volume  Is  smaller  than  the  orig- 
inal but  it  may  not  be  for  that  reason, 
lens   valuable. 

The  book  is  not  one  that  can  be 
easily  read  nor  will  all  women  agree 
with  the  theories  advanced,  or  the  i'on- 
vluslonH  drawn.  But.  lis  study  can 
scarcely  fall  to  help  the  thoughtful  no- 
man.  It  will  surprise  many  readers  1n 
Canada  to  learr  that  this  writer  looks 
forward  with  fear  to  the  time  when 
women,  having  lost  their  "Id  occupa- 
tions will  live  an  idle,  useless  or  as 
she  prefers  to  call  It,  a  parasitical  life.

Child  Conservation. 
In  one  article  In  the  last  Illustrated 
number  of  the  New  York  Outlook.  Earl 
Mayo  has  some  things  to  say  on  chil- 
dren's diseases,  which  every  woman 
ought  to  know.  He  shows  that  anti- 
toxin has  greatly  reduced  the  tuortallty 
from  diptheria.  It  Is  computed  that 
since  Its  Introduction  in  1895  a  total 
of  over  three  quarters  of  a  million  of 
lives  of  children  under  ten  years  have 
been  saved. 

What  he  says  about  the  commoner 
diseases  of  children  is  well  worthy  of 
attention.  There  has  been  a  decrease 
In  the  deaths  from  scarlet  fever 
measles  and  whooping  cough  but  not  a 
great   one.     He  says: 

Dangers  of  the  Schoolroom. 
Earl  Mnyo  denounces  schoolroom  con- 
ditions in  language  that  many  teachers 
and    parents  in  Victoria  will  consider  too 
strong.     It  Is  quite  impossible  to  agree, 
so  far  as  Victoria  is  concerned,  with  the 
health   officer  who  asserts  that   seventy 
per  cent  of  the  children  are   physically 
incompetent    nor    do    we    believe    "The 
schoolroom    too    often    takes    in  bright- 
eyed,  clear-skinned  youngsters  overflow- 
ing with  health  and  lively  spirits  la  the 
autumn,  to  turn  them  out  In  the  spring 
listless,    anemic,    fertile    fields     for     the 
sowing    of    tuberculosis   and    other    dis- 
eases, if.  indeed,  the  seeds  have  not  been 
planted    under    the    favorable   conditions 
that  have  prevailed  through  the  winter." 
The    little    ones     in     Victoria     spend 
much  of  their  time  in  the  fresh  air  and 
any   one   who   will    take   the   trouble   to 
watch  the  pupils  of  any  of  our  primary 
schools  marching  in  on  Monday  morning 
will  not  believe  that  many  of  them  are 
physically    incompetent. 

The  open  air  drill  which  for  many 
years  now  has  been  a  feature  of  our 
school  system  has  helped,  not  a  little, 
to  keep  the  children  in  good  health. 
While  we  look  with  pardonable  pride 
on  such  conditions,  It.  must  be  confessed 
that  the  following  criticism  is  just  in 
this    as    in    other    places. 

"In  too  many  schoolrooms  the  teacher 
herself  is  afraid  of  fresh  air.  One  or 
two  windows  opened  a  few  inches  from 
the  top  are  relied  upon  to  let  In  air 
enough  for  scores  of  children  to  breathe. 
Meanwhile  the  Janitor  makes  super- 
human efforts  to  maintain  the  torrid 
temperature  which  Is  the  bane  of  Amer- 
ican homes  and  public  buildings.  From 
lime  to  time  the  pupllB  march  abonl  the 
room,  stirring  up  the  germ-laden  dust 
which  floats  about.  In  tttfl  hot  dry  atnios 
phere  until  every  child  ims  had  time  to 
Inhale  a  generous  amount  of  it.  At 
night,  when  the  rooms  are  vacant, 
brooms  are  brought  into  play  to  stir 
Up  the  death-bearing  dust  once  more, 
sllowinK  it  to  settle  on  desks,  window- 
bIUh  and  wall  projections.  In  the  morn- 
ing before  school  begins,  dusters  are 
brought  into  play  to  iret  the  dust  once 
more  thoroughly  Into  circulation  for 
the  benefit  of  the  children  -.is  they  come 
ir.  for  the  day.     We  have  scarcely  begun

It 
was  the  opening  match  of  tbla.  week's 
series,  and  the  Canucks  were  fresh  from 
a  heartbreaking  avalanche  of  defeat"  in 
the  Spokane  camp.  But,  with  a  little  re- 
organizing, Ward  taking  up  tne  piace 
at  short  In  lieu  of  Roddick.  Roche  re- 
ceiving giving  Dashwood  a  rest,  and 
Clementson  occupying  the  first  sack,  it 
looked  a  sthough  the  visitors  were  ready 
to  turn  over  a  new  leaf.  They  got  away 
with  a  jump.  The  fans  faces  lengthen- 
ed as  one  base  after  another  was  filled, 
unii  hopes  went  down  to  zero  when 
Goodman  made  a  timely  home  run  that 
netted  a  bunch.  The  Giants  plodded 
along  grimly  until  the  sixth,  when  they 
managed  to  touch  up  8»arkell  for  a  few 
hits-  These  with  a  couple  of  boots  gave 
them  three  runs,  and  the  sky  became 
clearer  to  the  bugs.

VANCOUVER,  May  1.— President 
Lindsay,  of  the  Northwestern  League, 
announces  that  he  has  suspended  Mike 
Lynch,  playing  manager  of  the  Tacoma 
Tigers,  for  the  remainder  of  the  seaeon 
for  his  assault  upon  Umpire  Jack  Ward 
in  last  Thursday's  game.  No  fine  will 
be  imposed.

the  purpose  of  investigating  Lynch's 
case."  stated  Judge  Lindsay.  i  talked 
with  men  I  was  not  personally  acquaint- 
ed with  regarding  the  assault,  and  also 
with  Vice-President  Haywood  and  other 
oftlcialB.  Lynch  was  also  given  an  op- 
portunity to  present  his  side  of  the  case 
and  I  was  very  much  amused  when  he 
said:  I  didn't  B»»aUlt  i.Tm,  Judge,  1 
just  pushed  him  in  the  head.'

SPRINGFIELD,    Ky.,     May     1.— Maud 
S.,    the   famous   trotter,   owned      by      the 
late    George   M.    Stearns,   has    been    sTiot 
to   death,   as  provided   for     In      Stearns" 
will.     Maud    S.    was    35    years    old.    and 
blind.      It  is  26  years  ago.  all  but  a  few 
months    that    Maud    S.    for    years    t;ueen 
of    the    trotting    world,    established    her 
then    wondrous    record    of    2.08      3-4      at 
Glenvllle,   Ohio,   and   this  feat  made  her 
the  idol  of  the  lovers  of  the  sport.  Pre- 
vious  to   this   she   had   held   the   world's 
record    for    five    years,    having    covered 
the  mile  at  Chicago  in  tjhe  fast  time  of 
2:10  3-4.     In  1881  she  again  reduced  this 
i  record,   twice  making   2:10   1-2  at  Pltts- 
1  burg     and    2:10   1-4  at  Rochester,   N.   Y. 
In    1884    Jay-Eye-See    held    the    world's 
record    for    Just    one    day,    making    the 
mire,  in  2:10  on  August   1,  and  August  2. 
Maud    S.    went    from    wire    to    wire    in 
2:09  3-4.     In  the  same  year  this  was  re- 
duced  to  :>:09   1-4,  and  in  1885  she  made 
her  best  time,   2:08   3-4,  which  stood  for 
six   years  before  being  broken  by  Sunol 
2:08    1-4.     While   the   times   of   Maud    S. 
do  not  compare  with  the  records  of  Lou 
Dillon,   Dan  Patch   or  Cresceus,   it  must 
be     remembered     that    she    raced     to    a 
four    wheeled    iron-shod     sulkey,     while 
the   present  day   horses   have   the  pneu- 
matics and  other  improvements   to   help 
them.     Maud  S.  has  been  living  in  lux- 
ury since  her  retirement  from  the  track 
and   many   believed   her  dead   for   yearfc\

Abe  Attell  tells  interestingly  of  some 
of  the  crooked  tricks  In  the  fight  game. 
He  says: 

As  long  as  there  are  weight  agreed 
upon  for  boxing  contests.  Just  so  long 
there  will  be  ways  and  devices  to  fool 
the  scales.  I  don't  know  just  when  the 
first  trick  was  worked  upon  the 
weights,  but  I'll  Just  bet  a  little  money 
it  was  within  a  month  after  the  old- 
time  boxers  began  to  make  matches  at 
any  stated  number  of  pounus.     . 

The  tricks  and  dodges  by  which  men 
try  to  fool  their  adversaries  on  the 
weight  question  are  almost  innumer- 
able, and  some  of  them  are  really  classy 
in  style  and  execution.  Oldest  of  all, 
and  iine  tlhat  Is  still  tried,  but  seldom 
worked  successfully,  is  the  trick  of 
putting  a  wad  of  gum  on  the  under- 
side of  the  100-pound  weight.  That 
used  to  fool  many  greenhorns  and 
sleepers  but  nowadays  no  boxer  goes  to 
the  scale  without  first  grabbing  the 
weight  and   inspecting  the  under  side. 

When  this  dodge  began  to  fall,  they 
filled  the  holes  in  the  bottom  of  the 
weight  witlh  shoemaker's  black  wax, 
trusting  to  the  stuff  to  harden  and 
look  enough  like  lead  or  Iron  to  pass 
inspection.  That  went  for  a  time,  hot 
now  a  boxer  will  dig  Into  the  holes 
with  his  fingernails,  and  there  Is  a 
Bwell  row  If  he  finds  any  wax  therln. 

One  manager  I  knew  long  ago  had  a 
special  100-pound  weight  made  for  him, 
with  every  detail  correct,  but  so  filled 
with  lead  that  It  was  eight  pounds  to 
the  bad.  If  a  man  weighing  140  pounds 
was  welglhed  with  that  disk  of  iron  his 
poundage  registered  just  132.  See  the 
idea?  This  manager  had  it  soft  for  a 
long  time.  He  could  always  slide  into 
the  places  where  the  weigning  was  to 
be-  substitute  his  stuffed  disk  <;et 
away  with  the  trick,  and  then  slip  in 
again  the  next  day  to  replace  the  gen- 
uine weight.     He  was  an  artist,   too. 

One  night  at  the  old  American  Club 
In  Chicago  he  had  Paddy  Sheehan,  a 
touglh  welter,  matched  with  Kid  Rob- 
erson,  a  dangerous  negro.  Weight,  142 
pounds  ringside.  Paddy  weighed  about 
150  and  hadn't  time  to  train  down.  Mr. 
Manager-  went  to  the  club  early  In  the 
day,  and,  to  his  horror  found  that  the 
weights  were  locked  up  and  under 
guard  of  -a  uniformed  attendant.  Did 
it  stop  the  bop?  Not  him.  He  asked 
the  flunky  to  get  the  weights  and  test 
the  scales. 

It  was  done,  and  as  they 'walked  back 
from  the  scale  room,  Mr.  Manager  re- 
marked: "This  floor  would  be  great 
for  .quoits.  See?"  and  so  speaking,  he 
took  tlhe  weight  from  the  attendant 
and  skimmed,  lt  across  thf.  floor.  Of 
course,  he  ran  after  It,  and  when  he 
brought  it  back  it  wasn't  the  same 
weight — not  by  a  jugful.

In,  Robersion  came  into  the  ring  -«Mth 
his  black  face  ashly  colored,

The  bay  was  full  of  bonlta, 
and    some   of   the   men   had    some   good 
sport.       The    Island    was     totally  -  unin- 
habited, there  being  no  treasure  hunters 
there,   at    tho    time.

A  despatch 
from  Ottawa  says:  "An  order  in-councll 
was  passed  on  Saturday  authorizing  the 
granting  to  the  Esquimau  Graving 
DocK  and  Shlp-bullding  Company  of  the 
Dominion  government  subsidy  provided 
for  what  are  known  as  docks  of  this 
class,  being  three  and  a  half  per  cent,

'INTERESTING  IP 


Joined  With  Germans  and  Am- 
ericans in  Landing  at  Ama- 
pa|a — Visited  Easter  anct 
Other  South  Sea  Islands. 
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H.   M.    S.    Algerine.   Commander   A.   K. 
Jones,    reached      Ksqulmalt      on    Sunday 
night  after  a  cruise  lasting  five  months 
during   which    she   made   many   Interest- 
ing   calls.      Leaving    Esquimau    on    No- 
vember   11.   she   met   H.   M.   C.    8.   Rain- 
bow  at   Acapulco.   and  took  on   33    men. 
and    then    proceeded    to    Amapala,    Hon- 
duras, where  together  with  armed  forces 
from    the    German    cruiser    Bremen,    and 
American    cruiser    Yorktown,    an    armed 
party  was  landed  under  Lieut.  MellviUe, 
to  assist  in  projecting  foreigners"  during 
a    revolution    begun    by    General    Valli- 
adores.      The   revolutionists    had   a   fort, 
which  mounted  a  six-inch  gun  and  four 
4-inch  guns  at  one  end  of  the  town,  and 
at  the  other  side  a  stockade  was  built, 
and   occasionally    there   wag   Are   whl<*h 
swept  the  town  from  either  side.  There 
was    some    street    fighting    which   caiied 
for  something  being  done  to  protect  the 
foreigners.     The  combined     force     was 
landed,    and    spent    three    days    in    Am- 
apala, the  three  warships  being  cleared 
for  action,   and   lay   off  the   town   ready 
to    begin   a   bombardment   if   necessary. 
Then   General   Vallladores     decided      to 
surrender,    and    left    the    scene.      There 
was   considerable    trouble    at   that   time, 
and   it    was    feared   for   some   time   that 
Nicaragua  would  declare  war.     The  Al- 
gerine  went  to  Corlnto,  where   the  Bre- 
men  had    preceded    her,   and   after   calls 
at  Yayta  and  Callao,  where  the  ship  was 
dressed  on  the  Queen's  birthday  and  the 
Italian   cruiser   Ktruria      and      two    Per- 
uvian vessels  the  Amiral  Grau  and  an- 
other  tired   salutes,    the     Algerine     pro- 
ceeded   to    sea,    and    carried    out    battle 
practise.      She   cleared    for   aetlon   when 
leaving  Callao,  and  when  the  target  was 
laid    she    steamed    off    4,300    yards    and 
opened    fire   at    the    steamer,    getting    21 
hits  in  64  rounds.     After  a  call  at  Iqui- 
que   she   did   some   more   battle   practice 
at>  sea,   and    then    proceeded   to   Valpar- 
aiso, where  Christmas  was  spent.     Then 
for  fourteen  days  she  steamed  out  into 
the  Pacific  to  lone  Easter  island,   where 
■he   anchored    off      Hanga      Roa,    Cook's 
Bay,   and    many    of   the   ship'B   Company 
went  ashore.     The  vessel   then   proceed- 
ed  to  Pitcairn,   where     she     achored  off 
Bounty  bay,  and  boats  landed  stores  and 
supplies    sent    from    England    and    from 
Valparaiso  for  the  inhabitants,   the  des- 
cendants of  the  mutineers  of  the  Bounty- 
The    natives    came    off    in    two    boats    to 
■   welcome    the   ship,   and   were    very   glad 
to  see  the  warship.

The    people    or    Pitcairn    are    descend- 
Kiii*    of    the    mutineers    of    the    Bounty, 
from    which    the    Island    derives    its    in- 
terest.     After    the    mutineers      had      set 
Capt.    Bligh    and    the    rest    of    the    crew 
adrift  on  April  26,  1789,  they  bore  away 
in   the   Bounty   for  Tahiti,   where  Chris- 
tian,   after    some    had    landed,    cut    the 
cable  and  proceeded  to  sea,  and  was  not^ 
heard   of  for  some  years.      It  we=  «'»pt. 
M.  Folger,  who  when  he  was  on  a  seal- 
ing voyage,  discovered  the  crew  of  the 
Bounty    at    Pitcairn,    Ahen    he    touched 
there  in  1808,  and  H.  M.  S.  Briton  went  p 
there    In    1814.      The    mutineers    lived   a  . 
simple,  happy  life,  as  their  descendants  , 
now   do.     .They  have  a  parliament,  and  j 
administer  their  own  laws.     The  mutln-  | 
eers   were   not   the  first   inhabitants  for 
several    morals,    or    burial    places,    were  I 
discovered  with  skeletons,  which  had  a  | 
pearl   shell   under   the  heads  unlike  any  , 
found  on  the  island.     Many  vessels  have 
visited    the   islund.      After    the    visit   of 
H.  M.  S    Shah  in  1878.  a  fund  was  rais- 
ed in   England,  and   two   whaling  ooats 
supplied.      When    the   Algerine    left    the 
natives   sang   a   farewell   song,  and  dip- 
ped  their  flag  until   the  vessel  was  out 
of  sight. 

The  Algerine  then  went  to  Maiden, 
Starbuck,  Henderson  and  Penryhn 
inlands,  thence  to  Tahiti  and  Christmas 
island,  whete  no  tracj  was  found  of  the 
wrecked  Aeon,  and  thirteen  Japanese 
were  found  who  had  been  landed  by  the 
Japanese  schooner  Togo  Maru  to  col- 
lect plumage.  The  schooner  was  found 
at  Fanning  island,  where  the  coaster 
was  ordered  to  remove  the  men.     A  rifle

Henderson  island,  visited  by  the  Al- 
gerine w«s  tho  »e«nn  of  the  trauic  wreck 
o*"  the  Essex  whaler,  whose  sur- 
vivors discovered  the  island.  It  is  a 
small  isle,  Ave  miles  long  by  one  broad, 
with  cliffs  of  dead  coral  undermined  by 
the  sea  on  the  north.  A  boat's  crew 
from  the  lost  Essex,  which  was  sunk 
when  her  bow  were  stove  In  from  the 
blows  of  an  infuriated  whale  landed  on 
the  island,  and  af  »erward  went  to  Ducle 
island,  where  the  remnants  of  their 
boat  and  their  skeletons  were  found. 
When  the  Essex  sank  the  crew  took  to 
the  boats,  and  reached  Henderson  Island, 
where  two  men  were  left.  The  boats 
started  off  again,  and  two  reached  the 
coast  of  Chill  while  the  third  was  un- 
heard of  until  some  years  later  the 
boat  and  skeletons  of  those  who  formed 
Its  orew  were  found  on  Ducle  Island. 
The  two  who  remained  on  Henderson 
were  subsequently  rescued  by  a  ship. 

Penryhn,  or  as  the  natives  call  It, 
Tongarova,  was  the  first  land  at  which 
the  adventurous  Tllicum  called  on  her 
voyage  from  Victoria  around  the  globe 
with  Capt.  J.  C.  Voss,  now  in  command 
of  a  Japanese  sealer,  the  Chiklshima 
Maru,  and  Mr.  Luxton  on  board,  they 
being  57  days  out  from  Victoria  when 
they  sighted  the  island,  and  as  Capt. 
Voss  had  read  In  the  records  of  the  U. 
S.    exploring   expedition    that    "although 


It  is  an  interesting  sight  to  watch  the 
pearlers  of  Penryhn.  Men  and  women 
go  out  In  the  boats,  from  four  to  eight 
forming  the  crew.  The  divers  have  a 
wooden  box  with  glass  at  one  end,  and 
this,  is  sunk  with  a  wooden  frame  to 
form  a  spy  glass  through  which  the 
pearl  hunters  stare  at  the  ocean  bed. 
When  pearl  shell  is  seen  the  divers 
chant  a  prayer  for  protection  from 
sharks,  and  down  goes  the  diver  like  a 
flash,  seldom  missing  to  secure  the 
shell.  They  remain  below  often  from 
hsif  to  one  nrln'tte,  nnd  some  good 
divers  have  been  known  to  remain  be- 
low over  two  minutes.  Tho  obeli  io 
mostly  sold  to  the  traders.  Tautau  Is 
the  principal  of  the  two  villages  of  Pen- 
ryhn, with  a  fine  church  built  of  coarl 
rock  on  the  most  proininent  site,  a  good 
dwelling  for  the  missionary  and  the 
natives  live  in  wattled  houses  of  poles 
with  tatohed  roofs  and  mats  for  sides. 


On    Sunday    the      deckhands      of      the 
steamers  Princess  Victoria  and  Princess 
Adelaide    went    on   strike.

On    t|he    steamer 
Princess  Royal,  which  Is  operated  seven 
days  a  week,  a  concession  was  made  to 
the    deckhands,  .  and    they    returned    to 
,  work,    satisfied.     Tbo      deckhands      are 
paid  *4B  a  month,  which  Is  $15  in  excess 
of  the  amount  paid  on  the  Sound  steam- 
ers,   the    rate    on    the    steamer    Iroquois 
which  was  in  port  yesterday,  being  $4  0 
per    month.     The    strike   was    organized 
at   Vancouver,    where    a      delegate      has 
been  engaged  In  the  work  of  organizing 
a  union  for  some  time.

The  Im- 
pression prevails  as  a  result  of  the  in- 
vestigation made  that  the  long-forgot- 
ten people,  whose  only  trace  is  the 
wonderful  stone  terraces  and  houses 
and  great  carvings,  huge  monoliths 
different  from  all  other  art  of  the 
South  Sea  peoples,  jwent  from  Peru  or 
Yucatan,  where  recent  discoveries 
have  brought  to  light  finds  that  cause 
scientists  to  believe  that  a  civilization 
which  antedates  that  of  Egypt  and  As- 
syria and  which  has  much  in  common 
existed  among  the  Mayas  of  Yucatan — 
rt  people  wha  may  have  given  Egypt  a 
civilization.  A  platform  similar  to 
those  of  Easter  Island  was  found  buried 
under  guano  on  Maiden  island.  But 
nowhere  else  in  the  South  Seas  is  any- 
thing that  bears  kin  to  the  handicraft 
of  the  vanished  carvers  and  architects 
of  the  civilized  people  who  once  must 
have    lived   on   Easter   Island. 

It  was  a  cruise  full  of  Interest  that 
the  little  sloop  of  war  has  just  com- 
pleted  In   the   South  Pacific     The  Al- 
gerine left  here  last  October,  and  after 
calls  at  Acapulco.   Callao  and   Valpar- 
aiso,   she    steamed    out    2,000    miles    to 
sea    to   where    Easter     Island    lies   re- 
markably isolated.     Tahiti,  Henderson, 
Pitcairn,   Ponhryn,    Maiden,    Christmas 
where  the  warship  seized  the  Japanese 
poaching    schooner   Togo    Maru    which 
landed  thirteen  men  to  raid  for  plum- 
age— and  Fanning  Islands  were  visited- 
The  cruise  was  through  strange  waters, 
among  islets  which  have  been  the  sub- 
ject   of    romantic      and    tragic      tales, 
among  people  who  seldom  see  any  ves- 
sel or  visitors,  people  who  live  close  to 
nature  and  will  still  barter  their  wares 
for  the  glass  beads  of   the   trader- 
Romantic  were  some  of  the  landings 
at    lone    Islands,      where      lone    graves 
marked   the  resting  place  of  forgotten 
dead    of    ocean    tragedies,    where    for- 
gotten wrecks  lay — but  it  was  at  Easter 
Island  that  the  Algerine  made  the  most 
romantic"  call.     There  the  ship's  com- 
pany came  in  touch  with  the  remnant 
of  a   lost    civilization     and    visited    an 
island    people,    whose      population    has 
dwindled    from    thousands — there    were 
3,000   people   on    the   island    before   the 
Peruvian    slave-traders      came    to   raid 
them  in  1863 — to  a  few  score,  slightly 
over  a  hundred. 

Whence  came  this  mysterious --people 
who  differ  so  much  from  other  inhab- 
itants of  the  South  Seas?  Who  were 
the  carvers  who  fashioned  the  Strang 
statues  from  the  grey  compact  lava  of 
the  extinct  volcano  on  the  island  with 
an  art  suggestive  of  the  sculpture  of 
ancient      iigypt,    and      as    different    as

An    observatory    has    exist- 
ed   on    Vesuvius    for    many    years,    but 
from  the  insufficient  menns  at  its  dis- 
posal,   no      extended      and      systematic 
work  has  hitherto  been  possible.   Such 
an   institute  us   Herr   Kriedlander  con- 
templates   will    be    provided    with    the 
necessary  laboratories  and  Instruments 
for   the   regular   measurement    of   tem- 
peratures on  Vesuvius,  for  the  period- 
ical   collection    and    analysis      of      the* 
gases,  and  for  the  registration  and  ob- 
servation   of    local    earthquakes    of    a 
volcanic  character,  not  only  during  the 
eruptive    phases    of    the    volcano,    but 
also    throughout    its    periods    of    com- 
parative calm.     It  would  form  a  train- 
ing school    for   volcanologists,   as    well 
as  give  opportunity  for  other  scientific 
persons  to  make  observations. 

The  practical  and  scientific  value  of 
such  an  institute  would  be  very  great. 
In  most  volcanos  eruptions  occur  ac- 
cording to  a  regular  sequence  of 
events,  and  it  is  more  than  probable 
that  a  careful  and  exact  registration  of 
phenomena  may  enable  the  observers 
to  foresee  the  time  and  magnitude  of 
an  eruption.  By  a  closer  observation 
also  of  fumarollc  activity  alid  of  the 
transformation  of  rocks.  It  would  be 
nnaalhla  *n  form  a  clearM-  conception  of 
ore  beds. 

After  communicating  his  plan  to  the 
last  International  Geological  congress 
held  at  Stockholm,  and  obtaining  the 
approval  of  the  congress,  Herr  Fried- 
lander  set  to  work  to  canvass  among 
the  scientific  societies  of  every  nation 
for  supporters.  He  has  now  secured 
62  eminent  names,  among  thclil  25 
Italians,  19  Germans,  and  3  English- 
men. The  Royal  Academy  of  Naples 
and  the  Geological  committee  of  Italy 
have  given  their  adherence  .  to  the 
scheme,  some  60  of  the  most  prominent 
scientific  and  political  personages  of 
Italy  are  forming  a  committee  to  pro- 
mote it;  and  the  Italian  government 
will  shortly  decide  as  to  what  official 
support  can  be  given  also.  Herr  Fiied- 
lander  himself  has  contributed  $40*000 
towards   the  erection  of  a  building  .

statues  weighing  four  tons  was  loaded 
on  board  and  sent  to  the  British  mu- 
seum.

Maoris,   the   art   of   the   Polynesian,   or 
other  peoples  of  the  South  Seas?     This 
is  one  of  the  unsolved  wonders  of  the 
world.     It  Is  an    unsolved   problem  of 
the  migrations  of  races.     The  remain- 
ing   natives    have    but    one      tradition, 
which  is,  that  ages  ago  their  ancestors 
came  in  a  large  boat  from  Rapa  (Op- 
erao),  which  is  1,900  miles  to  the  west- 
ward.    They  landed   at  Ounipu,   a  bay 
on  the  east  side-     Their  King  was  with 
them,   and   he   made  the   great   statues 
out   of   a   quarry     In    the   crater   near 
which  he  built  his  palace  of  stone.  How 
those    early      navigators    managed    to 
reach  this  lonely  spot  ami  make  so  long 
a  voyage  in  the  face  of  the  usual  trade 
wind  Is  one  of  the  mysteries,  the  solu- 
tion  of   which    would    clear     up    many 
I  difficulties  in  the  understanding  of  the 
I  history  of  the  curly  racGs  and  civiliza- 
tion of  Peru  and  Central  America.  The 
character  of  the  architectural  and  other 
remains   evidently  point   tc«  an   eastern 
origin,    the    ancient      sculptures    being 
typical   of   those  of  Egypt. 

The  position  of  Easter  Island  offers 
little  duo  to  the  mystery  of  the  Orfvi- 
nal  rcttlers.  It  Is  near  the  southern 
verge  of  the  southeast  trade  which 
,  blows  constantly  during  the  southern 
summer,  October  to  April.  During  the 
rest  of  the  year.it  Is  in  the  typical  var- 
iables; for  a  few  months  westerly 
winds  prevail,  which  bring  much  rain.! 
It  is  therefore  probably  that  this  was 
the  time  of  the  voyage  but  how  such  a 
craft  could  be  guided  due  east  without 
a  compass  will  be  a  mystery  to  modern 
navigators. 

The  sculptors  of  the  great  stone 
Images  of  Easter  Island,  the  remnant  of 
whose  work  and  the  terraced  platforms 
of  the  ancient  people  which  have  struck 
every  visitor  to  Easter  Island  with  as- 
tonishment were  from  Central  America 
according  to  the  theory  now  offereeff 
These  people  may  have  had  the'r  be- 
ginnings in  Yucatan,  where  the  late 
Dr.  le  Piengeon  recently  traced  a  civ- 
ilisation and  art  that  goes  to  show  that 


stowed  in  the  holds.  Armed  parties 
were  landed  to  kill  or  capture.  Large 
numbers  were  seized  and  carried  off 
to  the  Chlncba  islands  to  work  the 
guano  where  a  large  proportion  died  in 
slavery.  When  the  Peruvian  govern- 
ment caused  the  survivors  to  be  taken 
back  to  Easter  island  largo  numbers 
died  on  the  passage  and  smallpox  broke 
out.  The  ravages  of  the  disease  made 
great  inroads  on  the  island  populu'tlou. 
Prior  to  this  there  had  been  3,000  in- 
habitants, divided  into  tribes  each  at 
which  occupied  a  different  district,  each 
with  a  kins,  the  ruler  being  selected 
on  the  qualification  of  owning  tho  larg- 
est number  of   bird's  egfrs. 

When  'news  of  the  raids  of  the  Peru- 
vians reached  Tahiti  the  Roman  Cath- 
olic missionary  there  sent  a  Jesuit  with

British  Fostomce   Authorities  Preparing 
Por  Series   of   Loug   Distance 

Experiments  , 

LONDON,  May  1. — By  correspond- 
ence between  the  chiefs  of  the  General 
Post  Office  and  the  postal  authorities 
abroad,  Arrangements  have  been  made 
for  a  prolonged  series  of  long-distance 
telephone  tests  to  Jjjolland,  Germany 
and  Switzerland,  proposed  some  time 
ago,  as  a  result  of  which  it  is  hoped 
to  open  up  a  telephone  service  between 
England  and  places  hitherto  imprac- 
ticable. The  experiments  are  made 
I  possible  by  the  new  channel  submar- 
1  ine  cable,  of  wonderful  power,  which 
runs  from  Dover  to  Grisnez- 

"We  are  all  ready  now."  Baid  an  of- 
ficial at  St.  Martin's  le  Grand.  "A 
favorable  opportunity,  however,  must 
be  awaited  before  we  commence  the 
tests,  which  will  bo  spread  over  a  con- 
siderable period-  There  is  no  telling 
how  much  we  shall  be  able  to  extend 
our  foreign  telephone  service  as  a  re- 
sult Of  the  experiments.  We  are  hop- 
ing for  a  great  deal.  We  shall  not 
offer  a  public  service  between  any  two 
places,  one  in  England  and  the  other 
abroad,  until  at  least,  ninety  per  cent 
Of  our  test  calls  are  quite  successful. 
Then,  with  that  proportion  of  success, 
wo  can  promise  that,  given  ordinary 
conditions,  speech  over  the  wires  will 
be   normal."

Whether    the    city    or    the    provincial 
government  shall  pay  for  patients  from 
outside    points   who   are     of     necess  ty 
treated  by  the  city  is  a  question  which 
will   be  reported   upon  by  the   city   soli- 
citor from  the  standpoint  of   the  city  s 
liability  to  meet  such  expenditures.  The 
provincial   health   officer  holds   that   the 
practice  has  been  to  charge  up  against 
the  municipality  in  which  the  patient  is 
taken  ill,  the  cost  of  his  treatment.  The 
city?  medical  health  officer  believes  that 
where"  an   individual    from   an      outside 
provincial  point  has  to  be  treated  by  the 
City   the   province   should   bear   the  cost. 
In  his  report  to  the  city  council  made 
on  Friday  night  Medical  Health  Officer 
Dr.  G.  A.  B.  Hall  referred  to  this  ques- 
tion, citing  two  instances  where  patients 
from  outside  points  were  treated  by  the 
city,   and    the   cost   for   such   treatment 
had  to  be  paiad  by  the  city.     The  saat- 
♦sr  ,»«»  r«f«.rr«d  to  the  city  solicitor. 
~Dr"-Hall  reported  that  the   health  of 
the   city   has   been  exceptionally     good. 
Very  little  contagious  disease  has  been 
experienced  during  the  past  two  months 
and  what  there  was   was  not  of  a  ser- 
ious  nature.      There   are   at    present   at 
\the  Isolation  hospital  two  cases  of  diph- 
theiia,  but  one  will  be  discharged  imme- 
diately: one  ***»«e  of  erysipelas  and  four 
cases  of  scarlet  fever.     The  progress  on 
the    building    at    the    isolation .  hospital 
has   been   slow   but  he  had'^ritten  the 
architects   urging   them   to   hapten     the 
work.     In  view  of  the  fact  that  there  is 
considerable  small-pox  on  the  Maainland 
these  additions   to   the   hospital     should 
be  put  in  readiness  to  handle  any  cases 
which    might    be    brought   in    from    the 
outside.  "* 

Cleaning  Up  City 
Dr.  Hall  reported  that  the  systematic 
cleaning  up  of  the  city  has  commenced. 
As  yet  there  were  but  four  carts  at 
work  but  more  will  be  added  as  soon  as 
possible.  Some  provision  must  be  made 
for  the  disposal  of  dead  animals  as  the 
Saanich  "municipality  will  not  in  future 
permit  the  destruction  of  carcasses  *n 
that  municipality.  Some  800  garbage 
cans  have  been  delivered  but  not  suf- 
ficient covers  and  as  yet  a  start  on  the 
distribution  of  the  cans  has  not  been 
made. 

Dr.  Hall  also  recommends,  in  view  of 
the  rapid  growth  of  the  city,  the  rapid 
extension  of  the  sewer  service  as  some 
localities  are  badly  in  need  of  drainage 
facilities,  particularly  that  portion  of 
the  city  below  the  Smith's  Hill  reser- 
voir and  at  the  orphanage,  as  well  as 
in  the  section  between  Douglas  street 
and  Gorge  road. 

In  view  of  the  medical  health  officer's 
report  the  city  engineer  and  sanitary 
inspector  have  been  Instructed  to  take 
precautions  to  see  that  the  surface 
drains  in  the  above  localities  are  prop- 
erly flushed  and  disinfected  during  the 
tot  season.
